MAINTAINING TRIM 


For the purposes of this editorial, the term trim is used 
in its nautical meaning. It defines the way a ship lies in the 
water. A loaded vessel with proper trim has its cargo stowed 
in balance. There is neither a list to port nor one to star- 
hoard. Either can be unfortunate: too much of one or the 
other can cause the ship to capsize in heavy weather. In 
this sense, trim has its applications for the church. 

During the course of a recent journey through several 
states, your editor made note of significant comments which 
fell into two seemingly contradictory patterns. The first 
was to the cynical effect that local church attendance is for 
the purpose of engaging in activities without any reference 
to the worship of God. The second took the form of a com- 
plaint that the local community provides no program of 
activities for young people. 

The first observation is a significant one which the leader- 
ship of every church should bear in mind when evaluating 
its own design for evangelism. It is responsible for a 
spiritual institution: the church is the House of God, pro- 
vided for people to come and worship Him and to gain the 
comfort and strength derived from that act—everything 





else is supplementary. It would seem that this approach 
needs to be emphasized if the vessel of His mission is not to 
suffer a list to port and founder on its way. 

The second pattern of comment is a serious one. Every 
church should provide the proper climate to stimulate q 
recognition of the need for worship. Firm convictions do 
not come by accident; they must be nurtured. The leader. 
ship of every church should come to recognize the need to 
furnish a menu of activities which arouses enthusiasm— 
and to provide the required facilities for its widest enjoy. 
ment. The necessity is doubly critical in areas with no 
community program. Where one is reminded of church 
only on Sunday, it is a natural development for it to become 
forgotten even on that day! It is like a ship with a list to 
starboard: its journey to the port of His kingdom becomes 
a hazardous venture. 

Maintaining trim should be the goal of every church— 
with renewed emphasis on His worship (its reason for be 
ing) and an adequate supplementation of activities tailored 
to local requirements. Due consideration should be given to 
the provision of a program attractive to young people,

As illustrations of trends in the de- 
sign of current church buildings, four 
noteworthy regional examples are de- 
scribed herein: two which are planned 
for worship and education, and one 
which is designed for social and recrea- 
tional activities. 


HIs chapel of the Church of the New 

Jerusalem—the exterior of which is 
depicted on the front cover—is a me- 
morial to Emanuel Swedenborg. It is 
constructed on a knoll overlooking 
Catalina Channel and the Pacific Ocean 
at Portuguese Bend. 

With reinforced concrete founda- 
tions, the structure consists of an earth 
berm base, faced with native field stone 
walls and steel reinforced concrete. The 
superstructure is largely of '4-inch 
glass in metal frames held by Red- 
wood bents. The ceiling features acous- 
tic plaster panels alternating with glass 
panels. Exterior roofing is of ultrama- 
rine blue shingle tile. The floor, altar 
and choir alcove are of concrete and 








native field stone. Pews are of brown 
mahogany; the pulpit is constructed of 
Italian walnut panels. Radiant heat is 
furnished from pipe panels in the berm 
side walls and the floor; lighting is by 
indirect floods concealed by the plant- 
ing inside and outside of the building. 

The 59-foot floodlighted campanile 
adjoining the chapel is constructed of 
the same materials. It houses a vestry 
room—study library, personal facili- 
ties, storage space and belfry. Heating 
is provided by electric wall heaters; 
hot water is furnished by an electric 
boiler. 

The surrounding site is being plant- 
ed with Redwoods and other indige- 
nous California trees and shrubs to 
develop a stately grove overlooking 
the majestic ocean below. It is planned 
to construct an educational building 
housing a reception hall and library; 
a cloister will link it to the campanile. 
The cloistered garden will feature Bib- 
lical trees and flowers appropriate to 
the local climate.

HE TOTAL building program for this 

church involves four buildings: a 
chapel, an educational building, a re- 
creational building and the main sanc- 
tuary. To date, two structures have 
been erected—the chapel and the educa- 
tional facilities. 

On concrete block foundations, the 
concrete slab floor in the basement of 
the chapel has imbedded heating coils. 
Walls are of brick with a specially 
struck joint and concrete block back- 
up. Roofing is of slate over trussed 
wood rafters. The chapel floor is of 8- 
inch prefabricated reinforced concrete 
planks with 3-inch concrete topping in 
which heating coils are imbedded; 
floor covering is cork tile. Radiant 
heating is actuated by hot water. The

cational building is of asphalt tile, ex- 
cept in the vestibule, stair halls and 
personal facilities where ceramic tile 
is installed. In this building, liberal 
use has been made of folding partitions. 
One feature is a parlor with plastered 
walls ornamented by applied wood 
mold panels to wainscot height and 
scenic wallpaper above; there is a pan- 
elled colonial mantel in this room. Ad- 
joining this parlor on the ground floor 
are an assembly room, a large kitchen 
and a heater room. 

Floor radiant heating is furnished by 
hot water; this type of installation has 
been found very satisfactory for the 
type of facility which must accommo 
date young children. The cost of this 
building was $107,000.00.

The chancel wall is 
constructed of fir horizontal Redwood 
strips. 

The baptismal font is of Ozark Moun- 
tain stone. The chancel furniture is 
made of ebonized wood. A curtain is 
provided to close off the chancel when 
the nave is used for meetings; it is sus- 






pended on ropes to allow for ventila- 


tion. Heat is provided with a radiant 
heating installation under the asphalt 
tile floor which is fed by a gas-fired 
furnace. Ventilation is assisted by two 
1-foot exhaust fans. Total seating ca- 
pacity is 300. 

The overall building includes Sunday 
School rooms and a nursery, a finance 
room, a kitchen, a utility room and the 
pastor's study. Building costs totalled 
$64,000.00; furnishings demanded an 
expenditure of $8,000.00. 

Further plans for expansion call for 
the addition of space for the Sunday 
School and for meetings. This new con- 
struction may be converted into a 
Christian day school. :

N DESIGNING a church plant, the sur- 
I roundings should be adapted to the 
required functions. However, good 
acoustics are not achieved by merely 
pasting on a building material to the 
ceiling after construction has been 
completed. Their incorporation begins 
at the time of site selection. It continues 
as a step-by-step design process worked 
out in close collaboration between the 
architect and the acoustical consultant 
during the planning and construction 
stages. Variables after completion must 
be anticipated: acoustical characteris- 
tics vary with audience size (varying 
absorption )—with the seasons (back- 
ground noise due to open windows) — 
and time (aging of acoustical mate- 
rials). 


Space Purpose 


From an acoustics standpoint, the 
purpose of any space is to achieve two 
primary aims within economical limits: 
a pleasant acoustical environment and 
both 


speech and music. To achieve them, 


good hearing conditions for 
we must satisfy the following require- 
ments: (1) a low background level of 
noise; (2) a uniform distribution of 
sound (both speech and music) with 
adequate volume; (3) the control of 


long-delayed reflections (echoes) ; (4) 
a reverberation time which will satisfy 
both speech and music. These four 
broad requisites are interrelated, viz., 
good distribution of sound assumes no 
echoes; distribution of sound absorb- 
ing and sound reflecting materials af- 
fects all the requirements. 


Noise Control 


In achieving low background noise 
levels, two factors should be borne in 
mind: that while excessive noise can act 
as a speech masking element and can 
be distracting when listening to music, 
a certain amount of noise is necessary 
in a pleasant acoustical environment! 
Many rooms are judged to have poor 
acoustics when the fault lies in high 
background noise levels. All sounds 
can be said to fall into two categories: 
the desirable and the 
(noise). The latter can originate out- 
side or inside of the building. If it be 
necessary to erect a church plant in a 
noisy location, it may be necessary to 


undesirable 


consider the initial installation of fixed 
windows, possibly double glazed, and 
to provide ventilation with an internal 
forced air system. Noise inside the 
church plant which must be controlled 
originates from various sources; ViZ., 
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Acousti-Celotex Cane Fiber Tile applied on

Downstairs Social and/or 
Educational Rooms 


The mere application of acoustical 
tile to the ceiling of a downstairs recre- 
ational and/or educational facility is 
no solution: while this type of material 
absorbs sound from the space where 
it is installed, its efficiency depends 
upon its sound conductivity—upwards! 
Effective sound isolation must be both 
airtight and endowed with consider- 
able weight. In this instance, concrete 
floor construction in the nave is called 
for with the installation -in the lower 
facility of a suspended plaster ceiling 
to which sound absorbing materials for 
reverberation control then can be ap- 
plied. For its own acoustics, such 
quarters should have a ceiling height 
of not less than 1/5th of its depth—for 
its own proper distribution of sound. 


Ventilating Systems 


One of the most common sources of 
noise transmission to a sanctuary from 
social and/or educational facilities is 
provided by a combined ventilation 
duct system. While it may appear to be 
an economical installation, it should be 
avoided as the ductwork acts as a 
speaking tube and acoustically couples 
the spaces it serves! Almost never is a 
ventilating system quiet enough for a 
church without the incorporation of 
noise controls. For example, when the 
ventilation ductwork serving the nave 


is located beneath the main church

floor and the social and/or educational 
facility is downstairs, a plaster skin 
should surround the ductwork to pre- 
vent the transmission of sound from 
below. 


Vibration Isolation 


Vibration isolation mounts should be 
provided for all mechanical equipment 
with moving parts to effect an absolute 
separation from the structural system. 
Flexible conduit should link fan and 
compressor motors to their terminal 
boxes and with a “floppy” connection 
to permit resiliency. 


The Kitchen 


Without proper noise control meas- 
ures, a kitchen adjoining a social hall 
will prove acoustically distracting. The 
problem can be solved in the prelimi- 
nary design stage: with provision for 
a roll-up metal curtain between the 
kitchen and serving aisle, in addition 
to a partition between the aisle and 
the social hall. This combination will 
function as a sound lock by providing 
double walls. In addition, sound ab- 
sorbing material application is a 
“must” for the kitchen. Plastic-faced 
acoustical tile assists in reducing rever- 
beration time and cuts down excessive 
noise; it has the additional advantage 
of being washable and it does not 


absorb grease and odors. 


Sound Distribution 


The proper distribution of desirable 
sound, both musical and speech, is 
aimed at achieving a uniform sound

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I N ADDITION to being decorative, dra- 
matic and dignified, church lighting 
also must be made a useful tool. Its 
primary objectives are: to provide suf- 
ficient illumination for reading; to ac- 
cent or highlight the chancel, pulpit, 
choir and nave; to blend all of these 
with the 
proach and decorative treatment into a

I. The Church 


To achieve desired results, the archi- 
tect requires the cooperation of his 
decorator, of his acoustical consultant 
—and of his electrical engineer. After 
the architectural plans have been drawn 
up, there are a number of factors to be 
considered

Adequate Budget 


How elaborate a lighting system is

of funds available; then the total re- 
quired should be allocated in the initial 
budget.

cherished lighting plan— initiated with- 
out due consideration of its cost—must 
be amended later because of financial 
limitations. It obviates a later diver- 
sion of funds to pay for revised light- 
ing plans. It guarantees the best instal- 
lation which the church can afford: 
belated revisions made in haste after 
construction is underway too often do 
not reflect the ultimate which normally 
could be provided; the supplying con- 
tractor’s procurement plan is disrupted 
and his installation schedule may be 


affected unduly. 


Maintenance 


After the budget allocation has been 
made and the basic lighting program 
has been determined, specific illumina- 
tion plans can be drawn up to comple- 
ment the architectural approach and 
interior decorative treatment, with con- 
trols to achieve specific lighting results. 
What special effects are desired? This 
query leads to a second question which 
must be answered before the final 
scheme for the interior lighting ar- 
rangement is approved. What mainte- 


nance factors are imposed by a particu-

— kind of floor should we have 


in our new church building?” is a 


vital question when such construction 
is in the planning stage. The answer is 
simple: “The best and most suitable 
you can afford!” Selected with these 
criteria, any floor will have a better 
appearance, it will last longer, it will 
be easier to maintain, and it will effect 
appreciable economies in wear and 
care. The initial cost factor involves 
two elements: (a) The price of the 
material used and (b) The charges for 
installation which are affected by the 
particular type of underlayment re- 
quired. Where professional application 
is not a “must” and volunteer installa- 
tion can be effected, the savings can 
be applied toward the purchase of a 
better floor. 


Flooring Materials 
Flooring materials comprise those 
products which form the base for any 
floor and which may or may not pro- 
vide finish flooring. 


Marble 


While inappropriate for a building 
of frame construction, a polished mar- 
ble floor is beautiful in a stone sanctu- 
ary. A combined base floor and finish 
flooring, it will last as close to forever 
as anything in this mortal world and it 
is one of the easiest materials to keep 
clean. The Marble Institute of America 
publishes the basic guidebook on its 
maintenance which is the acme of sim- 
plicity. Heavy, it assists in preventing 
the below

setts.

when school or social rooms may be 
located in the basement. However, this 
material is expensive and its weight 
demands support, 
steel reinforcing rods and beams if laid 


sturdy including 
above ground. Normally, it can be con- 
sidered when a healthy budget is avail- 
able. 


Concrete 

Concrete makes for an ideal base 
floor: because of its durability and be- 
cause it is heavy and impedes the pas- 
sage of sound when spaces below are 
put to active use. However, above 
ground contact, it demands very strong 
undergirding which is more costly. Un- 
der the resilient coverings still to be 
described, all dents and cracks must be 
leveled with crack filler; all surfaces 
mist be free from dust and oil. As 
finish flooring, it is ideal for basement 
use. As should be done with all ma- 
sonry below ground level, it can be 


and 


dampness with a waterproofing addi- 


made impervious to moisture 
tive. Properly mixed and poured, it can 
stand any number of scrubbings, paint- 
ings or waxings. Carefully trowelled, it 
can have a smooth surface. When it 
develops a tendency to dust—due to an 
improper mixture—the fault can be 
corrected with two coats of a liquid 
cement hardener; if it is not to be 
painted, ordinary waterglass can be 
used. It can be made attractive with 
rubber base masonry paint. In colder 
climates, concrete floors normally do 
become chilled. Imbedded radiant heat- 
ing, or a floor covering such as wood,

rials to be discussed, will compensate 
for this characteristic. 


Hardboards and Plywood 

Hardboards or plywood make for 
excellent base floors or sub-flooring 
above ground level. Either should be 
nailed directly to the beams. Hard- 
boards usually are four or more inches 
wide and should be laid diagonally 
across the beams for greater rigidity. 


Floor Coverings 
Floor coverings comprise those mate- 
rials which are suitable for use as sur- 
face, finish flooring. 


Terrazzo 

Terrazzo has a smooth surface which 
is some 70 per cent marble and about 
30 per cent cement binder. This finish 
flooring normally will benefit from 
an initial application of a penetrating 
filler or sealer which the installing 
contractor can recommend. Without it, 
new terrazzo often will continue to 
have a dull, gray appearance for many 
months: a natural result of efflorescing 
mineral salts produced by the binding 
cement as it settles and ‘cures. Initial 
conditioning calls for scrubbing two or 
three times per week, using only water 
and a bland, neutral soap—with care- 
ful rinsing to prevent slipperiness; al- 
ternately, it should be mopped. After 
two or three months, such continued 
treatment will endow the flooring with 
a beautiful, natural sheen. Terrazzo re- 
quires no artificial or applied surface; 
sweeping compounds containing oil 
never should be used. This floor cover- 
ing is not inexpensive but, properly 
laid and initially conditioned and 
cleaned, it is a beautiful, lifetime instal- 
lation which is easily maintained. 


Wood 


Still the most widely used material 
for finish flooring, from painted planks 
of soft pine to handsome, durable ma- 
ple and beautiful polished oak boards, 
wood laughs at hard wear. Well laid, 
fastened and finished, it is an asset to 
any interior. It should be cut tongue- 
and-groove for a close fit and to elimi- 
nate cracks between boards; it should 
be laid diagonally to the beams for 
greater rigidity. The finishing nails for 
securing it to the sub-flooring should

HE CHURCH OFFICE is a critical 
Dies center in the local church— 
through it is channeled most of the 
public relations program with the mem- 
bership, the community and the de- 
nomination. As a vital factor affecting 
progress and growth, its organization 
and enduring operation are matters 
which deserve careful planning. 


Location 


Whether it be large or small, the 
church office should be in an easily ac- 
cessible location for the convenience 
of visitors. It should be neatly main- 


tained, adequately ventilated, well- 
lighted and attractively furnished. 


These items produce a favorable im- 
pression upon callers and are recog- 
nized morale factors for the office staff. 
In this regard, there should be ample 
provision for cold weather heating and 
for hot weather comfort—where the 
budget permits, the latter can be as- 
sured with a window air conditioner; 
otherwise, fans should be provided. A 
clothes rack is a 
“must”; personal facilities should be 
located nearby.

Personnel 


In smaller churches, pastors 


have to depend upon members of their 


may 


families or volunteers from their con- 
gregations for office assistance; in 


larger churches, offices usually are 


staffed with paid personnel. The very 
nature of the work involved imposes 
certain criteria beyond a knowledge of 
typing, stenography and filing. Senses 
of good grooming and responsibility 
are in order. Thoughtful and accommo- 
dating personality traits rate a pre- 
mium. A genuine appreciation of re- 
ligious values enhances the quality of 
work production involved. Character 
and discretion are basic: the church 
office should never be a source for 


gossip. 


Records—Basic Control 


While the local church is a spirit- 
ual organization, it does have to cope 
with many physical problems—largely 
through the church office. Therefore, 
like mundane business, it must keep 
records. And its record system must be 
efficient. 

Church office records can be divided 
into two categories: Basic Control and 
General. Basic Control records are in- 
terrelated, viz., an effective canvass for 
Sunday School attendance depends up- 
on the availability of an accurate pros- 
pect record; a productive financial plan 
requires a dependable list of members 
and friends. They include Membership, 
Prospect, Educational and Contribution 
records. They can now be combined in 
one master file utilizing cards in a 
single and durable shallow tray cabi- 
net, or sheets in handy visible looseleaf 


binders. The choice is indicated by the 
budget or the desire for portability. 


Membership 


The church office should maintain 
a record of every member of the con- 
gregation. An arrangement of file cards 
or sheets for each individual can be- 
come unwieldy and it does not provide 
complete information. A system utiliz- 
ing family data cards or sheets normal- 
ly is to be preferred. 

Under this suggested method, a card 
or sheet is maintained for each family 
in the congregation. Each includes in- 
dividual spaces for biographical data 
The information 
carried in each space should include 


on each member. 
the following—where applicable: Full 
Vame, Address and Phone Number— 
Date of Birth—Date of Baptism—Date 
of Confirmation — Education—Talents 
and Interests—Business or Professional 
Connection—Date of Marriage— 
Church Membership Status—Partici- 
pation in Church Organizations— 
Date of Death—The Place of Burial. 
The space for each individual should 
provide an area for recording the dates 
when the person has called upon the 
pastor, or vice versa, and the purposes. 
Participation in church organizations 
and work should be tabulated on part 
of the top of each space for quick ref- 
erence. The card or sheet also should 
have an area to record the dates of the 
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pastor’s calls upon the family and gists 
of the conferences. 

These family data cards or sheets 
should be filed by family name, alpha- 
betically from A to Z. Signal tabs in va- 
rious colors can be attached where spe- 
cial attention or uses are indicated. 
Proper maintenance of this working file 
calls for the addition of a new family 
data card or sheet whenever a son or 
daughter marries—-with a notation of 
this action entered upon the original. 
When all persons on a card or sheet 
have ceased to be active—because of 
marriage, transfer, dropped member- 
ship or death—it should be removed 
and placed in a storage vertical file, 
arranged under one alphabetical index. 
At this time, the pastor should add an 
explanatory note, the date of action and 
his signature. 

The membership record system de- 
scribed offers many distinct advan- 
tages. In pastoral counselling, it pro- 
vides personal data which is reinforced 
with vital information on family back- 
ground. It affords a convenient refer- 
ence for evangelistic work and for spe- 
cial occasions, such as weddings and 
funerals. It furnishes a convenient and 
informative record of family calls. It 
provides an accurate list for general 
or special mailings. 


Prospect 


The prospect record is a file of pros- 
pective church members. It usually 
should consist of cards or sheets for 
each individual (church membership 
normally is not undertaken in family 
groups) and should contain the follow- 
ing information — where applicable: 
Full Name, Address and Phone Num- 
ber—Date of Birth—Name and Ad- 
dress of Present or Former Church— 
Date of Baptism—Date of Confirma- 
tion—Family Data—Talents and In- 
terests—Business or Professional Con- 
nection—Date of Marriage—Develop- 
ment of Interest in Church Member- 
ship. Each card or sheet should pro- 
vide a space to record the person’s calls 
upon the pastor, or vice versa, and the 
gists of their conversations. The file of 
prospects should be maintained alpha- 
betically from A to Z. When an indi- 
vidual assumes church membership, his 
card or sheet should be destroyed after 
the information it contains has been 
transferred to the family data record.

When a person ceases to be a prospect 
—because of affiliation with another 
church, or removal from the commu- 
nity, or death, etc.,—his prospect card 
or sheet should be eliminated. 

The approach recommended pro- 
vides tangible assistance in effective 
evangelistic work and a reliable record 
of personal contacts. It furnishes a pro- 
ductive list for mailings planned to 
stimulate church or Sunday School at- 


tendance, and for financial canvassing. 


Educational 


Many churches will find it useful to 
supplement their membership records 
with an educational file. Its cards or 
sheets should bear the following data— 
where applicable: Full Name, Address 
and Phone Number—Date of Birth— 
Date of Baptism—Date of Confirma- 
tion. They should provide space to re- 
cord attendance. In smaller churches, 
this file can be maintained alphabet- 
ically from A to Z and flagged for de- 
partments or classes with colored sig- 
nals; in larger churches, it may be 
preferable to maintain the list alpha- 
betically by departments, flagged with 
colored signals affixed to dividers. 
Proper maintenance demands that ad- 
ditions be made for new members with 
deletions for those who drop out; rec- 
ords must be reflagged or properly 
transferred as younger members pro- 
ceed into higher departments or classes.

Air Conditioning the Church 


wo TyYPEs of air conditioning can 
The incorporated by older churches, 
the Custom Installation and the Pack- 
age Unit. The- former can be selected 
where there are adequate existing fa- 
cilities or where an adaptable heating 
system is to be installed—and where 
effectiveness and costs of installation 
and operation suggest this line of ap- 
proach. Where facilities are inappro- 
priate and cannot be modified without 
excessive cost and/or where installation 
and operating expenses so_ indicate, 
package units provide the line of ap- 
proach. 


Custom Installations 


In considering the cooling problems 
of church buildings for the purposes of 
this discussion, it is felt that actual ex- 
amples drawn from experience will be 
of practical assistance. 


Installation A 


A new air conditioning plant has just 
been tested in an old and distinguished 
church. It has been pronounced emi- 
nently satisfactory. In preparing the 
initial plans, it was found that a 55-ton 
refrigerating system was necessary. 
Fortunately, this church has an attic 
above the sanctuary ceiling. Two air 
supply fans with motors were installed 
in that space with adjacent air filters 
to remove some of the dust. Heat trans- 
fer surfaces were provided to warm the 
air in winter by means of steam and 
for cooling it in summer with refrig- 
erated water. All pieces of equipment 
are supported adequately by strong, 
wooden trusses which have supported 
the roof for over 60 years. The air sup- 
ply from the fans enters the sanctuary

high overhead through four symmetri- 
cal diffusing grilles. As the attic be- 
comes extremely hot in summer, the air 
supply ducts therein are insulated. The 
Sunday School area beneath the church 
has two supply systems in the basement. 
All air delivered may be ejected out- 
doors, or any desired proportion may 
be recirculated. The original steam 
boiler and direct radiators which served 
the entire building have been retained. 
New steam heating coils for warming 
the air delivered for winter ventilation 
to 70° were installed; the original boil- 
er and pumps were found adequate. 
The electric power wiring required re- 
placement: alternating current was sub- 
stituted for the original direct current 
supply. All areas served by the air con- 
ditioning system total 17,000 square 
feet of floor space; the improvement 
made required an investment of $40,- 
000.00, or some $2.40 per square foot. 


Installation B 


Let us consider an older church in 
Chicago. It has a bowl floor sloping 
toward the pulpit. It has a choir gallery 
behind this pulpit, with a walk-through 
basement air supply chamber under 
the sanctuary. This basement space was 
kept filled with hot air which was con- 
ducted upwards through registers in 
the aisle floors. The ancient heating 
plant demanded modernization; the 
original boiler was replaced with a new 
low pressure one fired by an electric 
stoker. The noisy, leaky radiators were 
made silent and efficient by the addi- 
tion of new pipe mains for returning 
condensate to an electric vacuum pump. 
A steam engine propelling the air sup- 
ply fan was replaced with an electric

installed through wall or in window; it has no 
outside protrusion and minimum inside pro- 
jection,

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motor fan-belt drive. Down-drawn cir- 
culation and exhaust registers replaced 
the former blow-up system. Metal ducts 
were installed in the basement air cham- 
ber to permit the air from the church to 
flow back to the air supply fan, or for 
disposition outdoors through an unused 
chimney. The air delivery openings 
into the sanctuary were changed to 
hooded, mushroom-type nozzles at floor 
level under the seats. These changes for 
winter heating made it possible to em- 
ploy the supply fan, air ducts, mush- 
rooms and registers as part of a cooling 
system. This was effected with a 25- 
horsepower refrigerating plant. In use, 
the system is operated some three hours 
prior to Sunday services with recircu- 
lation of air until the congregation ar- 
rives. Thereafter, by moving a damper 
control, new conditioned air from out- 
doors is brought in, circulated and 
then forced out-of-doors through a ven- 
tilator remote from the intake. Cooling 
this church involved an expenditure of 
$20,000.00; operating costs are rea- 
sonable as weekly requirements total 
some 6 hours. 


Installation C 


There is a massive, 80-year-old 
church in Kansas City. The basement 
houses a bricked-in warm air furnace 
which transmits heat through a huge 
grille in the floor of the sanctuary and 
directly in front of the pulpit. Two 
smaller, return-air grilles are located in 
corners, each most remote from the fur- 
nace grille. Cool air flows down through 





these and via basement ducts to enter | 
the brick casing beneath the furnace. | 


When the latter is fired, now with natu- 
ral gas, the warm air flows gently up- 
ward through the large grille and 
thence along the walls to recirculate 
down again through the return exits; 
the church has fixed, stained glass win- 
dows. The system effects good diffusion 





of air and an adequate intake from | 
outdoors. The old windows and doors | 


provide sufficient leakage ventilation 
for summer; all that was required for 
cooling during that hot season was the 
installation of equipment to produce 
cooled air recirculation. This was ac- 


complished with two refrigerating com- | 
pressor-condenser combinations, each | 


located in a convenient alcove symmet- 
rically located with reference to the

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: ew audio-visual tool kit is akin to 
the carpenter’s tool chest: it con- 
tains both hand and power tools, viz., 
the non-projected and the projected 
types of visual aids. Both classes rate 
honorable mention; each of their com- 
ponents renders specific, tangible assist- 
ance in teaching and the stimulation of 
the learning process. 


Classifications 

Experience, in one form or another, 
is the basis for all learning. Therefore, 
audio-visual tools should be classified 
for usage in terms of the particular 
type of experience which each can sup- 
ply, as weil as in the order of their 
progressively productive impacts. The 
approach is simple: the closer to life 
an experience may be, the more realis- 
tic it will prove and the more effective 
teaching it will provide. On this basis, 
audio-visual aids fall into three cate- 
gories: (1) Those which are closest to 
life because they provide live elements 
in their natural settings; (2) The 
group which is farther removed from 
actuality because it provides experi- 
ences based upon reproductions and 
representations; (3) The aids which 
furnish experiences from more nebu- 
lous materials—symbols. 


Live Elements 


The Field Trip 
The church school program should 
never ignore the vivid lessons which

can be learned from a field trip. Here 
is instruction on location: it opens up 
the world as a classroom where direct 
experience can be gained from life it- 
self. Christ made use of this teaching 
technique as He walked with His disci- 
ples along the roads of Palestine. At 
Cana, he visibly demonstrated that He 
is the Son of God. When He raised up 
the young man of Nain, He showed 
himself as the Lord of death. When He 
asked His disciples to “consider the 
lilies, how they grow,” Christ was teach- 
ing them to place their trust in God. 


The School Museum 


A school museum can be a very effec- 
tive teaching tool. Essentially, it should 
consist of a select collection of apt 
objects, models and specimens to sup- 
plement oral and printed descriptions 
in the teaching approach. It should be 
developed on a carefully planned basis. 
Such a museum brings the world, past 
and present, right into the classroom. 
The objects can include minerals, 
plants, mounted insects, etc. Miniature 
replicas of Solomon’s Temple or of a 
Palestinian house are examples of mod- 
els with practical values; a creche pro- 
vides a tangible demonstration of the 
Nativity story. Specimens are sample 
parts of actual items too large in them- 
selves for inclusion; viz., a cutting 
from a shrub or a small limb from a 
tree. The Old Testament tells us how 
God taught His people with the Ark 
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of the Covenant, the two tables of 
stone, etc. In Matthew XXII, 17-22, 
the New Testament reveals how Christ 
used a coin in demonstrating His teach- 
ings to the Pharisees. A school museum 
can make the past and present come 
alive and be more meaningful as teach- 
ing lessons are expounded. 


Reproductions 


The Motion Picture 

The motion picture is a 20th Century 
power tool in teaching which provides 
those experiences which can be gained 
from representations of life. Their 
packaged recordings are given the illu- 
sion of reality through the magic of 
motion, reinforced with the reproduc- 
tion of sound. The motion picture is an 
audio-visual aid which has the faculty 
of condensing time and space practi- 
cally into capsule form. It can bring to 
life now the apostle, Paul, and his 
mission; through it, we can visit the 
Bible lands, now or in the distant 
past; with it can be demonstrated what 
it means to be a good Christian, a 
dedicated missionary, or an effective 
steward. 


Television 

TV is an extension of the motion pic- 
ture to reach an audience in masses in- 
stead of in groups; it makes possible a 
simultaneous national audience partici- 
pation of millions instead of regional 
viewers in thousands scattered in com- 
munity groups. The Lutheran program, 
This Is the Life, is only one example 
among the various usages which can 
be adopted in furthering Christian 
teaching through this thunderous new 
medium. 


Still Pictures 

Akin to motion pictures, still illus- 
trations provide experiences stimulated 
by vivid reproductions of actual life 
settings. However, their impact comes 
’ of action into ar- 
rested images. Such provision can be 
made in two ways: (a) Through the 


from the “freezing” 


customary viewing of photographs, 
prints, paintings and stereos; (b) With 
the projection of slides, filmstrips and 
opaques—more flexible with larger 
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groups. The still picture remains the 
basic hand tool in the audio-visual kit. 


Symbols 


Graphic Materials 

Another group of visual tools which 
provides experience from representa- 
tions of real life are found in the 
graphic materials. They are far re- 
moved from those visuals furnishing 
live elements, and more remote than 
aids depending upon vivid reproduc- 
tions. They range from the near to the 
totally symbolic: globes, cartoons, 
posters, maps, charts, blackboard in- 
scriptions and bulletin board announce- 
ments. They are expressions of size, 
dimensions, direction, distance, moral 
concepts and ideas. 


Radio and Recordings 

Two aids, the radio and recordings, 
make their approach to the mind 
aurally without visual reinforcement. 
They rely entirely upon symbols— 
words and/or music, with or without 
nonmusical sound effects. Radio has a 
less remote impact as it furnishes first- 
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hand reception by reproduction of an 
actual, live delivery. Recordings do not 
have this urgent appeal of immediacy. 
However, their content is subject to 
better control and their use can be 
both timed and repeated. Both require 
that the listener draw heavily upon ex- 
perience to complete his mind’s picture.

level throughout a seating area. Just as 
the light from ceiling bulbs can be 
softened and better distributed by the 
addition of a translucent bowl, so can 
asimilar result in acoustics be achieved 
with modulated surfaces—in the form 
of deep window reveals, exposed col- 
umns, coffered ceilings, exposed truss- 
work, etc. Domes, flat arched ceilings 
and other circular-spherical geometric 
forms should be avoided. 


Choir and Organ 


Correct balance between choir and 
church organ is achieved with nearby 
location. An arrangement placing the 
choir at one end of the church and the 
organ at the other produces this prob- 
lem: either one or the other will be 
progressively audible first because of 
the travel time of sound. Furthermore, 
hard sound reflecting materials in the 
immediate vicinity of both choir and 
instrument the maximum 
amount of sound energy at the source 
for most effective projection. It is sug- 
gested also that organ pipes usually are 
best left exposed. If their position is 


conserve 


considered too prominent, the enclosure 
should have large openings with grilles 
providing a high percentage of open 
area. 


The Ceiling 


The ceiling can be an important area 


for sound reinforcement. It never 
should be entirely covered with sound 
absorbing material: its central portion 
should be left hard for sound reinfore- 
ing reflections. A pulpit canopy often 
can be recommended. Frequently, the 
control of sound distribution can be 
achieved through the proper shaping 
of ceiling surfaces and pulpit canopy 
so that the need for a public address 


system is obviated. 


Public Address Systems 


The need for a public address system 
varies with the speaking delivery tech- 
niques of the church speakers. The size 
of the sanctuary also is a controlling 
factor: if it has a volume in excess of 
some 250,000 cubic feet, such auxiliary 
equipment often may be required.

Reverberation Control 


Reverberation time for a given fre- 
quency is the prolongation of sound in 
a space after the source has stopped. 
Speech sound intelligibility is in ratio 
to the lack of overlap in successive 
sounds; it produces a blended effect. 
For the same reason, music needs a 
certain overlap. Therefore, the sanctu- 
ary’s reverberation characteristics must 
provide a happy compromise between 
these requirements. However, this re- 
verberation time factor is of little con- 


sequence if the environment is too 
noisy, if any type of echoes persists to 
the point of being disturbing, and if 
sound distribution does not provide a 
uniform level of speech and music 
throughout the seating area.

To control 


flecting materials must be distributed 
to achieve a uniform level of sound 
and to manage echoes from remote wall 
surfaces. Generally, this calls for a 
graduated distribution of sound ab- 
sorbing materials in the church, re- 
stricting their location to the rear and 
sides of the nave, and leaving the 
central portion of the ceiling hard for 
additional sound reinforcement. Thus, 
the sound absorbents can serve the 
dual purpose of reverberation and echo 
control in an economical installation. 


Sound Absorbing Materials 


There are a number of types of 
standard sound absorbing materials. 
Acoustical tiles can be obtained with 
the following facings: fissured, perfo- 
rated, boards, textured and plastic. Se- 
lection should be made on the basis of 
acoustical efliciency for given circum- 
stances, maintenance factors, appear- 
ance and initial cost. Where standard 
materials are not acceptable to interior 
decor, the acoustical consultant can 
suggest alternatives for achieving the 
desired acoustical efficiency which will 
integrate with the interior design. The 
amount of sound absorbing material 
should be weighed against its acousti- 
cal efficiency to provide the optimum 
reverberation characteristics. When 
draperies and carpeting are to be used, 


should be 


considered; they offer interesting pos- 


their acoustical efficiency 


sibilities of combination. 


Location 


Sound absorbing materials normally 
should not be located where they may 
be subjected to handling. When they 
must be located within hand reach, 
they must be selected for their qualities 
to withstand easy damage, as well as 
for their acoustical properties. One of 
the most effective areas of sound ab- 
sorption in a church is the congrega- 


tion in attendance! When attendance is 





small, the reverberation time will be 
greater than optimum; as the audience 
increases, the reverberation time will 
diminish. To compensate for this vari- 
able, the use of pew cushions should be 
considered. 
Remodeling 

If the acoustics of a church building 
to be remodeled already are good, spe- 
cial attention should be given to their 
conservation. Deficiencies call for cor- 
rective measures. The engagement of 


an acoustical consultant is the first 
step to be taken in either direction.

pulpit. They are serviced with city 
water which is then disposed of to the 
sewer. Each machine has four small 
centrifugal fans on a single horizontal 
shaft from a quiet electric motor. Fan 
recirculated air is forced between the 
tubes of an evaporator and is cooled 
below dew point. Moisture in the atmos- 
phere from the bodies of the congrega- 
tion collects on the evaporator and is 
disposed of to the sewer; proper regula- 
tion prevents ice coating. Even with 
the considerable amount of water pip- 
ing, drainage and electric wiring which 
this thermostatically controlled system 
called for, the investment amounted to 

only $10,000.00. 


New Development 

Older churches contemplating the in- 
stallation of new heating systems and 
desiring to incorporate cooling can 
investigate combinations utilizing the 
reverse refrigeration cycle, the latest 
development for heating and cooling. 
Electrically operated, for winter heat- 
ing they compress refrigerant gas into 
a liquid releasing warmth to water 
which is used for heating; because of 
the heat so released, the now-cold liquid 
can be re-used by expansion into gas 
with warmth obtained from outdoor 
air or from water. For summer cool- 
ing, valve controls reverse the process; 
refrigerant gas is compressed into fluid 
state, the resultant heat is drawn off 
into the water

Package Units 


Even with adaptable facilities and/or 


an adaptable heating system in exist. 


ence or contemplated, one or more 
package cooling units may be prefera- 
ble to a custom installation. Effective. 
ness and costs of installation and opera- 
tion are governing factors. For larger 
churches, package units can be obtained 
which can be linked to furnace or other 
ventilation blowers. Otherwise, com- 
pletely self-contained air conditioners 
in floor cabinets can be installed—with 
auxiliary distribution ducts where nee- 
essary. In smaller churches, the installa- 
tion of several window units well may 
provide the effectiveness and economy 
desired. 


New Development 


Small churches planning to install 
new heating plants and desiring to in- 
corporate air conditioning can inves 
tigate available package units utilizing 
the reverse refrigeration cycle. They 
are completely self-contained and use 
no water; their cabinets occupy limited 
floor area, are attractive and can be 
painted or papered to complement 
decor. Their choice as against conven- 
tional combinations remains a matter 
of capacity required, comparative costs 
of installation and operation, and the 
budget available. 


Selection 


Before proceeding with an air con- 
ditioning installation, a church will do 
well to engage the services of a qual- 
ified consulting engineer. Existing fa- 
cilities must be surveyed; requirements 
must be measured; the need for auxil- 
iary equipment, piping, wiring, etc. 
must be estimated. All of these are fac- 
tors which determine the eventual eff 
ciency of the installation; they deter- 
mine the cost.

mum of some $1,200.00 should be 
allocated initially where one will be 
required. 


Precautions 


Does the style of architecture and/or 
interior design dictate the use of chan- 
deliers? If so, these fixtures should be 
of a type requiring the minimum num- 
ber of individual lamps: they force 
needed relamping promptly and reduce 
the incidence of lighting eyesores— 
fixtures with inoperative lights. Chan- 
deliers should be wired with a multiple 
number of circuits to provide varying 
levels of illumination. They should be 
supported by extra heavy hangers fas- 
tened to structural members of the 
building and not from hung or furred 
ceiling construction. Lowering devices 
for cleaning and relamping are avail- 
able, but they are not inexpensive. 
Where economy may dictate the use of 
an extension scaffold for these pur- 
poses, chandelier chain and fixture con- 





struction should be strong enough to 
support the weight of one man in. case 
of mishap. 

Some modern designs incorporate 
the luminous or eggcrate louvered type 
of ceiling light installations; either can 
be made very effective, but they have 
their particular maintenance require- 
ments. The luminous ceiling demands 
that its plastic sheets be kept clean and 
free from dust. Otherwise, it will pre- 
sent an unkempt appearance and its 
lighting will be 
greatly. Washing machines have been 


intensity reduced 
developed for cleaning such units. 
Where the eggcrate louvered type of 
ceiling light is to be used, the eggcrate 
design should be of fairly heavy gauge 
metal or plastic to insure a straight 
line; light gauge materials will be bent 
out of shape when the unit is lowered 
for cleaning and no readjustment ever 
will fully realign the eggcrate forma- 


tions. 


Modulation 


Where the budget will permit, modu- 
lated lighting arrangements should be 


provided; they are controlled with dim- 
mers. They make it possible to make 
church functions more dramatic and 
effective. The dimmer bank should be 
in an advantageous location, viz., 
where it can enjoy adequate ventilation 
as its units dissipate heat when in 
operation; where it can be operated 
unobtrusively; where the operator can 
observe the service. 

For any service during which modu- 
lated lighting is to be used, a type- 
written cue sheet should be prepared 
for the operator and affixed adjacent to 
the dimmer bank; this will obviate all 
possibilities of improper light control. 
Initially, before a final cue is readied 
for any type of service, a few rehearsals 
will be in order to ensure proper han- 
dling and timing. 

Until recently, dimmers have been 
used only in connection with the incan- 
descent and cold cathode types of illu- 
mination. Equipment has been devel- 
oped recently which will dim success- 
fully the standard 40-watt fluorescent 
lamp. However, since it incorporates a 
number of special devices which may

Dimmers 


One bank of dimmers should be pro- 
vided to control altar or communion 
table lighting and other chancel illumi- 
nation. Where the organ and choir 
are located within the chancel area. 
special accent lighting is called for: one 
to provide adequate illumination and 
the other for effect. (Where the organ 
and choir are located in a rear loft, 
good conventional reading light with 
little or no dimming is all that is 
required.) The pulpit also should be 
provided with spot or flood lighting. A 
second bank of dimmers to control 
nave illumination should be installed. 
Finally, a master dimmer should be 
installed for the simultaneous control 
of all nave lights—possibly even to in- 
clude all chancel illumination. The ex- 
tent of variable control to be incorpo- 
rated is a budgetary matter: a good 
installation for a church of average size 
normally will cost some $3,000.00. 


Night Illumination 


When planning a new church, serious 
consideration should be given to future 
night illumination of stained glass 
windows. The adjective, “future,” is 
injected because such windows most 
normally are installed at intervals after 
the dedication, as memorials or gifts. 
Empty conduits, spare circuits and 
feeder capacity should be incorporated 
initially when the work can be done 
most neatly and more economically. 
Adequate night illumination of stained 
glass windows will make it possible for 
the neighborhood and the community 
to share in the church membership’s 
pleasure and pride in its prized works 
of art. 


Outdoor Lighting 


Parking lots are on the “must” list 
of an ever-increasing number of new 
churches, particularly those located in 
the outlying areas and in the suburbs 
of medium to large size communities. 
For evening services and functions, 
they call for night illumination, either 
from flood lights on poles or from 
decorative lamp standards. Where the 


| church’s funds are limited and the 
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initial budget simply will not support 
a complete installation, basic facilities 
for future completion should be incor- 
porated in present blueprints: capped, 
empty conduit sleeves through founda- 
tions or walls, with sufficient lighting 
panel circuits and feeders. This fore- 
thought will obviate the later costly 
cutting and patching of walls and 
floors, as well as the greater expense 
for the belated addition of makeshift 
panels and feeder reinforcement. 

Any church whose grounds will have 
footpaths which will not be adequately 
illuminated by neighboring street lights 
should make supplementary provisions 
for evening worship and social func- 
tions. They can be decorative as well as 
utilitarian. They can take the form of 
mushroom type fixtures with concealed 
lighting on attractively designed stems 
to blend in with the landscaping—or 
of lens type units built into walls or 
mounted on stems and screened by 
foliage. Again, if the budget imposes 
an immediate “No,” capped empty 
feeders, spare circuits and reserve 
feeder capacity should be provided for 
initially. 


Safeguards 


The wiring system installed in new 
construction should be designed to 
anticipate future load requirements 
imposed by foreseeable additions in 
equipment. Then, each circuit must be 
protected against overloads imposed by 
shorting and excessive equipment de- 
mands. Such strains cause the wiring 
to heat up. This can result in line 
breaks and costly repairs, or even in 
a disastrous fire. The installation of 
the proper fusing or circuit breaking 
equipment will provide the necessary 
safeguards. It permits the passage of 
electrical energy in amounts within the 
capacity of the wiring system; when 
excessive demands begin to pull an 
overload, it interrupts the flow by 
blowing or opening. 

A fuse system requires a smaller 
investment than one incorporating cir- 
cuit breakers. However, for emergen- 
cies, it does call for the maintenance of 
a handy supply of replacement fuses. 
Furthermore, it does lend itself to dis- 
guised malpractice: the use of fuses 
with capacities which will permit dan- 
gerous overloads. An arrangement of 
circuit breakers is more convenient:

Fuses or circuit breakers require 
panelboards. They always should be 
placed in convenient locations which 
are free from combustible materials— 
and never attached to a ceiling! Panel- 
board enclosures are called for; they 
should be of sheet steel of proper gauge 
with doors complete with operating 
hardware. 


Il. Educational Facilities 


Whether they be located adjacent to 
the sanctuary or housed in a separate 
building, the local church’s educational 
facilities pose certain basic lighting 
They involve durability, 
maintenance and cost.

Fixtures 


Lighting fixtures in church schools 
should be of the tamper resistant type, 
as well as ruggedly constructed to with- 
stand possible abuse from the younger 
membership. Beyond that, the type of 
luminaire selected and the choice be- 
tween fluorescent or incandescent 
lamps are matters to be governed by 
such considerations as the intensity of 
illumination desired, the average cost 
per kilowatt hour of consumption and 
the amount of investment which the 
budget will permit. 

A fair average intensity for room 
lighting is 30 footcandles and, at this 
level of illumination, the choice be- 


tween fluorescent and _ incandescent 
lamps is a matter of economics. The 
semi-indirect type of fluorescent fixture 
installation normally is more costly 
than the concentric ring type of lumi- 
naire utilizing a silver bowl lamp. How- 
ever, over a period of a year and given 
a good hourly use of the fixtures to- 
gether with a 3¢—4¢ average cost per 
kilowatt hour, the fluorescent fixture 
demonstrates a savings advantage. Fur- 
thermore, the average lamp life of 
present-day fluorescents is some 7500 


hours as against that of incandescents: 


some 1000 hours only. Where the 
budget will not accommodate the initial 
installation of multiple fluorescent fix. 
tures, the concentric ring type of lumi- 
naire with silver bowl lamp is recom. 
mended for use with incandescents, It 
produces a minimum of glare, is easy 
to maintain and its all-metal construc. 
tion insures a long life of usefulness.

Recreational-Social Facilities 


Where a church is fortunate enough 
to be able to incorporate a gymnasium 
and auditorium—or a combination— 
in its social hall, careful consideration 
should be given to the forecastable 
usage which it will be expected to pro- 
vide. Unless an additional sizable area 
for larger social functions is to be 
made available, such gatherings will be 
held necessarily within the athletic 
space. In that event, the lighting pro- 
vided should be arranged to furnish 
three levels of illumination: (1) A low 
level of 5 footcandles of intensity for 
social meetings, general assemblies, 
(2) A higher level of 20 foot- 


candles for general exercising, 


etc. ; 
roller 
skating and for games carried on with- 
out spectators; (3) A high level of 35 
footcandles of intensity, or even more, 
for spectator sports—basketball, indoor 
tennis, badminton, etc. 


Arrangements 


There are several methods for light- 
ing a gymnasium; each should incor- 
porate circuit wiring to produce the 
three levels of illumination described 
previously. The first suggested is a 
combination incorporating “soft white” 
fluorescent lighting with 500-watt fila- 
ment lamps in high bay reflector units. 
The entire fluorescent system can be 
used for most social occasions. During 
a spectator game, the supplementary 
incandescent lamp units can be used. 
With proper arrangement of the units, 
lighting over the seating area can be at 
its highest—with illumination over the 
playing space at its lowest; as the game 
starts, the lighting intensity over both 
areas can be reversed. Such handling 
produces a rounded lighting effect with 
theatrical quality. 

The second method recommended re- 
quires a single system of 500-watt in- 
candescent lamps in high bay reflector 
units in all locations except at the four 
corners of the playing area, where 750-

| floor-leveling compound may be called 


for; where a wood floor may be rough 
and/or unsatisfactory because of un- 
even areas or high spots, it can be 
smoothed and leveled with a rented 
sanding machine Any dips, bumps or 
projections will cause bulging and/or 
cracking. Linoleum adhesion is best 
effected with linoleum cement, prefer- 
ably of the waterproof variety. While 
it does make future replacement more 
difficult, as the covering will be more 
resistant to lifting and the adhesive will 
have to be softened with paint remover 
and scraped off, it will eliminate the 
hazard of possible wash water seepage 
which will soften and loosen non- 
waterproof adhesive. Linoleum cement 
is best distributed on the sub-flooring 
by means of a spreader with a slightly 
serrated edge which prevents gobbing. 
Linoleum should not be laid on con- 
crete in ground contact: any dampness 
can deteriorate its felt backing. Un- 
waxed, this floor covering should be 
cleaned with a barely dampened cloth. 
Ideal maintenance calls for the appli-

cation of a thin coat of quality wax as 
may be recommended by the manufac- 
turer; removal with a product intended 
for the purpose followed by rewaxing 
should be scheduled periodically. Lino- 
leum is available in rolls or tiles; par- 
ticularly in dealing with the former, a 
professional installation should be pro- 
vided for proper trimming at floor 
edges and around pipes, radiators and 
corners. One of the lowest cost floor 
coverings, it calls for an investment of 
some 20¢ to 30¢ per square foot in the 
gauge recommended for foot traffic in 
church buildings. 

Asphalt tile has enjoyed a deserved 
popularity for some years. It is one of 
the few coverings which can be applied 
directly to concrete in ground contact. 
The base floor must be smooth and 
level; tiles required to bridge low spots 
will crack. It is and 
gives long service. Asphalt emulsion is 
the right adhesive; it not be 
spread too thickly to obviate between-

tiles oozing which will harden into 
practically irremovable blobs. Radiant 
heating may soften it, making it sus- 
ceptible to dents; furniture can be 
equipped with dent preventive casters 
or rests. Because of its asphalt binder, 
its colors are not as brilliant as those 
of some other coverings and its hard 
surface does not cushion noise: how- 
ever, it requires little maintenance. 
Cleaning with soap suds or detergents 
and water, plus occasional waxing, ful- 
fill its requirements; one caution, the 
wax used must not be of a solvent type. 
It is very economical: cost per square 
foot ranges from about 10¢ for plain, 
dark colors, to some 25¢ for light 
shades or unusual patterns. 

Vinyl asbestos tile is similar to 
asphalt tile, but with a binder of plastic 
instead of asphalt. It is more wear 
resistant due to its greater density and 
surface hardness; its colors are bright- 
er. It is another material recommended 
for covering concrete in ground con- 
tact. Using the cement recommended 
by the manufacturer, installation is as 
simple as that for asphalt tile. Its re- 
covery from indentation is excellent. 
Radiant heating may soften it; as for 
asphalt tile in the same situation, furni-

Financial 


The recording method outlined un- 
der “Contribution” covers only finan- 
cial receipts from the regular church 
membership on a stated basis. Gifts for 
special purposes, donations from per- 
sons outside of the congregation and 
contributions from 
headquarters must be properly record- 
ed—as must be all disbursements. To 


denominational 


this end and to provide a complete 
summary of all income and expense, 
ledgers must be used by church offices 
as well as commercial establishments. 
Such a record system should be set up 
by an accountant and maintained by 
him at regular intervals. In addition, 
he should be responsible for preparing 
financial reports at stated periods. 
Such a procedure is basic in guarding 
the health of the

Personal 


A highly useful adjunct to the mem- 
bership and prospect records can be 
maintained personally by the pastor: 
his professional diary. It can be used to 
jot down confidential information and 
personal impressions gained from a call 
upon a family or a visit with a member 
or prospect. While the background data 
it contains should be used by the pastor 
on membership and prospect matters 
calling for his personal attention, its 
contents are for his eyes only: the diary 
should be stored within a locked com- 
partment of a safe to which only he 
has the key.

Official 


A church’s official records are its 
permanent ones. They always should 
cover the following official acts—where 
applicable: baptisms, confirmations, 
weddings and funerals; they should in- 
clude records of joining and leaving 
the church. Durable card or quality pa- 
per stock should be used in maintain- 
ing these records which normally are 
filed in strict chronological order. They 
should be stored in a safe. Important 
correspondence with denominational 
headquarters relating to administra- 
tional matters should make up a second 
section of this permanent file. 


Correspondence 


General Correspondence records can 
be maintained efficiently as follows: ar- 
ranged alphabetically from A to Z by 
individual—where he is being addressed 
as such—and by company, or organiza- 
tion, where an individual is being ad- 
dressed purely as a representative of 
his firm or group. Letters should be 
kept in alphabetically tagged folders 
with alphabetically tagged dividers be- 
tween each alphabetical section. Where 
it may be felt necessary to maintain 
topical files, these folders can be inter- 
spersed at their proper alphabetical in- 
terval; however, they must be topically 
tagged and a cross index to appropriate 
individual correspondence maintained 
in a folder tagged, “Cross Index.”

Recording 


The modern business executive has 
come to adopt the dictation recording 
machine: his secretary does not have to 
stop her other work to record his cor- 
respondence stenographically and he 
can dictate according to mood without 
unduly interrupting her efficient rou- 
tine. The active pastor with a busy of- 
fice can well adopt this time and labor- 
saving device. Where budget control 
must be more stringent, most churches 
today have available a working substi- 
tute for the specific dictation recorder:

Particularly where floor area is at 
a premium, filing equipment for the 
church office should be selected with 
an eye for its provision of extra drawer 
space on a vertical basis. A safe is a 
practical necessity for every church of- 
fice:

Addressing 

Where a church office is responsible 
for any considerable amount of mail- 
ing, an investment in addressing equip- 
ment will more than pay off in speed, 
accuracy, neatness and time saved. The 
names and addresses of every church 
member can be kept on metal or fibre 
plates, stencils, or cards for spirit re- 
production, and stored alphabetically 
from A to Z in a shallow tray cabi- 
net. Individual addresses can be flagged 
or marked for special purposes. With 
this system, complete or partial special 
mailings can be addressed expeditiously 
through the companion addressing ma- 
chine. Naturally, additions or deletions 
should be made whenever persons join 
the congregation or members leave.

For totalling contributions, bank de- 
posits, bills and statistical work, as well 
as providing a working tool for the 
accountant, the calculating machine is 
a highly useful complement to any

in permanent form. Where the budget 
will permit, the purchase of a comput- 
ing machine which will also divide and 
multiply should be carefully considered. 


Timing 

In the office of the larger church, 
responsible for a relatively heavy vol- 
ume of paper work, a time stamp will 
be found a productive piece of equip- 





ment: it prints the year, month and 
date, with hours and minutes marked 
for A.M. and P.M. It places responsi- 
bility simply and easily for the accept.

Metering 

Where a church office must handle 
a respectable volume of outgoing mail, 
a postage metering machine will be 
found particularly useful. It makes for 
speed and neatness; it saves work time 
by obviating the need for stamp pur.

requirements can be anticipated for 
many months; it anticipates varied re. 
quirements as it can be used to stamp

Prompting 

In closing this study, the particular 
attention of busy pastors with heavy 
preaching and speaking schedules is 
called to a totally new piece of highly 
useful equipment: the portable electro- 
mechanical prompter.

This lightweight electronic mechanism 
consists of an illuminated viewer across 
the face of which a typed sermon or 
speech unreels.

The user can regulate the speed of flow 
of the script in two ways: with a small 
hand control, or with a fixed adjust- 
ment to the speed he finds best suited 
to his delivery.
